EXPLOSION CAUSES PAWIC 



Hundreds of People Penaed in 
//„Buljding While the Fire 
^ ' ' \ Raged 



Boyortown,' Pa.,v "-Jan, • vl8;-^A catas - 
trophe, terrifying In Its details and 

sickening in Us results, tonight swept 
nearly one hundred souls oi: this bor- 
ough into eternity in alino.st the 
twinkling of an oyc, and injured near- 
ly three score, many of them fatally. 
.A. majority of the killed are leading 
members of the families of the town. 

While "The Scottish Reformation" 
was being produced in Rhodes Opera 
houcio by Mrs. Munroo, of Washing- 
ton, a tank used in a moving-picture 
scene exploded. Immediately there 
v.-as a wild rush for the exits oC the 
building. Men of mature years en- 
deavored to still tiio panic but their 
voices could not be heard above the 
.slirloks and screams of the terrified 
women and children who composed 
the -greater part of the audience. 

The scenes cannot be portrayed 
tally by tho most imaginative. The 
blood-curdling cries for help , of those 
who wore penned within the walls of 
tho blazing structure could, be .heard 
above, the roaring, frames. Its seemed 
as though „neai1y tlie entire audience 
made ^ a . mad' riSsh 'f pr -the exits the 
moment- the j explosion i occurred. ., 

In their 'attempt ,to quiet 'the gre.it 
crowd, the persons who were on the 
stage accidentally upset the coal oil 
lamps used as footlights. Tho burn- 
ing oil scattiii*d In all directions, and 
tho lamps which used to light tho 
opera house exploded, throwing the 
blazing oil over the terror-stricken 
people who were lighting trantically to 
get In the: exits. / : v ^ 

In t}ie rusji a section of the floor 
gftVe; wayiflrAolpltatlng scores of people 
'.,o»t1»eM)aoofca«(*U ' As the. floor 'I >1- 
Iap'sed, thb" shrieks of the helpless peo- 
ple who were carried down were hoard 
for hlocks. It was scarcely five min- 
utes from tho explosion of the lamp 
until the entire heart of the structure 
seemed a roaring furnace. Tliere was a 
mad scramble for the stairway lead- 
ing from the building, and scores of 
women and children were knocked 
down and trampled upon, many of 
them crushed to death. At least flfty 
persons, realizing that exit by tho 
stalrwav meant almost certain death, 
risked their lives by jumping from 
the windows. 

As the flames ate their way towards 
the front of the building women could 
be seen to clasp t'lcir hands and fall 
bade Into the flames. Once the door- 
ways were cleared, the rescuers drag- 
ged many women' and children from 
the stairway leading to the balcony. 
Some of .them were so badly injured 
that they died before reaching a totn- 
porarv hospital. Skulls were crushed, 
and the faces of some of tho victim^ 
were- so horribly mutilated that thoy 
were barely rccogniiiable, In one in- 
stance the skull of a child was crushed 
almost to a pulp. 

In several cases, it is said, whole 
families have been wiped out.

AVashington, .Tan. 13. — President 
Roosevelt has determined to withdraw 
the federal troops from Goldfield, Nov., 
shortly after the legislature begins its 
special session Tuesday. This intention 
was made known at the White House 
when the report of the special investi- 
gating committee was made public, to- 
gether with a letter from the president 
to Governor Sparks, dated January ■!, 
The report says: "Tho conditions did 
not support the general allegations in 
the governor's request for troops, nor 
were his specific statoments established 
to any such extent as to justify his 
use of these statemen^a'jfor.the purpose 
of getting federal, ttoppl^," '

CHINA GETS MONEY 
ON UBAL TERMS 

British and Germ.an Capital for 
the Building of Great 
Railway 



Pekin, Jan. 13. — Tho Tien Tsin-Chin 
Kiang loan agreement was signed to- 
day by the German bank, the British 
China Corporation and the Chinese 
Foreign board. The amount of the loan 
is £ 0,000,000, issue price 93, with In- 
terest' at per cent. The negotiations 
have l)(!en going on for not Ie.=;s than 
five years. The agreement was signed 
under tho authority of aa Imperial 
edict Issued yesterdav. 
, .The V terms of tlie. now loan, which 
JSt>ffi^^^'''^ftte!dNai&f comple-lng,, 
W'th^-^tTnc grf'ri^^^^nary IS" the 
history of Chinese flnliince, and It Is 
considered hero that.- the- transaction 
marks tlie end of tho iTiypothecatlon of 
railroads or any other Indu-Btrles In 
China. The line is to be 700 miles 
long, and will parallel the Grand canal. 

Redemption of the loan will begin in 
ten years. Germans v.'ill furnish two- 
thirds of the amount, for the Chi Li- 
Chantung section, and the Englishmen 
one-third, for tlie Kiang Su section of 
the line. The security given Is, first, 
the imperial pledge, and second, the 
revenues of tho provinces of Chi LI, 
Chantung and Kiang Su. The agree- 
ment sets forth that China shall have 
full administration and control of tho 
line, the only foreign supervision be- 
ing the right to examine the books of 
tho company. By this agreement 
China is freed from foreign auditors, 



PeklUi "Jan. .13.— Through :Jier minis- 
ter Iny.PokIn, . Japan; today. V^rned 
Ciiina that the continuation :l vof the 
Chinese customs, house established at 
Port Dalny last July with the con- 
sent ot Japan was coiltlngont upon 
the installation of 'land customhouses 
on tlio Siberian frontier of Uussia 
i\iancnurui. Russian commerce in 
i\Ianchuria is in a desperate situa- 
tion, and in order to help this trade 
Russia lias succeeded in securing 
special privileges from China. 

Japan .has rejieated her former re- 
presentations to the foreign board 
that she is paying duty on goods en- 
tering Manchuria, while for the last 
sl.x; months goods have entered Man- 
churia from Russia free of duty. 

Japan has been conducting her 
negotiations for postal service direct 
with Sir Robert Hart, director of 
Chinese customs. Today, j^he ..pre- 
sented a plan based upori'J^rSslprob^^ 
with" tho object of solvlhig" the' postal 
question In Mancihurla. In reality 
this propositi v;aft^bts the Japanese 
malls throughout 'an China. 

The govornment at Tokio contends 
that the telegraph lines should fol- 
low the routes, which in Manchuria 
extend to all open trade markets re- 
gardless of tho railroad zones, conse- 
(luently she desires China to recog- 
nize ths telegraph stations outside 
these zones. 



Stoessel's Trial 
St Petersburg, Jan. 13.— The court 
martial on Lieut. -Gen. Stoessel was re- 
sumed In this city today and the court 
began the taking of testimony regard- 
ing the actual capitulation of Port 
Arthur. The general is charged with 
having surrendered this fortress to the 
Japanese before its resources were ex- 
hausted. The court adjourned today 
over the Russian New Year, Ijefore 
reaching the most vital point in tho 
testimony, namely, Gen. Stoessel's mo- 
tive in opening the negotiations of 
capitulation. Stocssol is expected to 
address the court personally on his 
own behalf concerning this point. 



Catholic Marriage Laws. 
Baltimore,- Md., Jan. 13.— Cnrdlnal 
Gibbons said- today tl^-it the new liuvs 
relating to marriage In llio Catliolic 
church, which have recently been Issued 
by the Holy See, will not chnngo in any 
iniDortant particular the existing laws 
in the church In this eountry.

It Is said, CB announced after 
Easter.

Precaution Against Fire and

Ottawa, Jaiii IS.'^The mihvay com- 
misslbh has issued a series of orders 

rcfiulrlng the railways of tho"l3omln- 

ion to equip ail their passenger car.s 
with lire extUiguisliers forbidding tho 
use of llgiiito ciial as fuel for railway 
purprises, requiring railways to main- 
tain tho inspection of all wooden 
trestles during the midsummer 
months, so as to guard against tho oc- 
currence of fires, and maintain along 
prairie lire sections sufiiclent guards 
to protect agaln.st damage to croj.is. 
These fire guards are to )jo pKuiglied 
and icept rid of wood and iullauimablo 
matter. 

The railway coiTimlssioii also order- 
ed that lorornotlves be . fltte.d- Wjth 
screeu.s of mesh, sc as tp.. minimize Ihe 
risk from sparlis. •■ • ' "' ; 

Iiispoctor,s are to be appointed by 
tho railways to ensure the observance 
of these requirements, and examina- 
tions are to be made of all locomo- 
tlve.^ at least once in ameek. 

Penalties are provided for Infrac- 
tions of any of these orders, and In- 
spectors of the railway .commission 
staff will see that thoy are carried into 
effect. ,

^ Civic Officers and Banl< 
Managers 



Winnipeg, Jan. 13. — Thi.3 morning a 
conference was held in the Bank of 
Commerce betweeii th¥^^ of the 

bankers 'assbciatloh farid the', city, 
which was represented by Maj'or A.sh- 
down, Controller Evans and Aid. Riley, 
here was practically a full attendance 
of the. bankers. The conference was of 
a pvlvat<3 nature, ■ the jjresp' riot being 
admitted', it" has- beeh'v learned, how- 
ever, that Mayor ' Ashdol^ws^nre^eivted 
to the bankers' a lull statement of , the 
city's,^ assets 'and . liabilities, and ask- 
ed. *hat;.lh6fhankera!f association, rcp- 
resehtllig'!tho: lilffCT chartered hank3 
recorhniehd "to 'th'e head offices of the 
different banks interested, that each 
bank assume in proportion to its capi- 
talization a part of the money re- 
quired by tiie city for current expen- 
diture. Mayor Ashdown pointed out 
that the needs of the city for the cur- 
rent year would be in tiio neighbor- 
hood of $3,250,000, this amount to in- 
clude the overdraft at the banks. In 
civic circles it was learned tliat the 
proposal of the mayor and committeo 
was favorably received, and that the 
bank manager.;; have all expressed tho 
wish to meet the city half way and 
supply the funds for current expendi- 
ture on a reasonable basils. It is said 
tliat the bank of Nova Sootia has un- 
dertaken to supply $200,000- ■ Of the 
city's liability and that other banks 
will do so In proportion.

AVashington, Jan. 13.— "With the full 
comprehension of r the fact that the 
Japanese emigration . question. • Is . . being 
made an Important'lssue in the politi- 
cal campaign now -in progress In Japan;

Three Times Premier — Was 
. .Elevated to the Supreme 
■tr vr Court Bench 



.Hon.; George,, Anthony Walkem, 
three ..timeS'. premier of this province, 
and a Judge of .the supreme court, died 
at his rOBidenQe, ,Maplehurst,;.yedtorday 
at 3 p. m. The: late gentleman. <was ' &1. 
years of age, and the cause of death 
was general breakdown duo to ex- 
treme old ago. Ho Is survived by one 
daugiitcr Mrs. A. G. Langiey of thid 
city, and two brother.^-, H'. B. AValkem, 
civil engineer in the employ of the C. 
P. R. and stationed in Vancouver, and 
R. T. AA'alkem, K. C, a lawyer of 
Kingston, Ont.. Mrs. AA'alkem, his 
wife, predeceased him five years ago. 

Tile funeral will take place from 
tho residence, Maplohurst, tomorrow 
at 2:30 p. m., to Christ church, arid 
thence to Ross Bay cemetery. 

The lato Mr. Justice Walkem was' 
born in Ncwry. Ireland, November 14, 
1834, tho son of Charles AValkem, then 
of the Royal Engineer staff in Canada. 
He was educated in England and later, 
coming to Canada, graduated from 
McGill university, studied law and 
was admitted to the bar of Lower Ca- 
nada in 18D9, and to that of Ontario 
in 1861. 

In 1SG2 he came to this province 
and was called to the bar of the col- 
ony in 1SC4. In the samo year lie was 
elected to the legislative council of 
British Columbia, of which he remain- 
ed a member till 1870, when he re- 
signed his seat for Cariboo and was 
appointed to the council as an inde- 
pendent member by the governor. He 
was one of the most active, workers 
for confederation, and when the union 
was consummated lici; was returned '.to l 
the legislature in -.1871 as'- elected 
membei for Cailboo_,j T ^ 'j^f-j,/^ 
- On January -ia,*l$72,'*'"' he " Was Vap-^ 
pointed ' fi:-,3member. of" the ; exeblUive-" 
council, taking the office of chWf -"ccini-^'- 
niissloner, ' of ;;lands and woi'ks, .- ^From' : 
December 1872,- to January, 1876,- he , 
was attorney-general, and on the res-, 
ignatlon of Mr. do Coiiios in February, 
1874, lie becamo premier, liolding the 
oltico of attorney-general until Janur. 
ary, 1S'?G. Ho was m opposition fol- 
lowing that time for two sessions,, 
when a general election .again, , gave 
liim the premiership by a sweeping 
majority- • ■ - ■ - 

It was In 1874 that- Mr. Walkem 
made his famous trip to England, . a',j' 
a result of wliich the Carnarvon term's. 
Were secured. 

The increasing dissatisfaction which 
arose in this province over the delay 
in the completion of the C. P. R. will 
be remembered. This came to a head 
at the time tlio Mackenzie government 
introduced its Pacific railway bill. The 
government had refused to accept Es- 
Quimalt as the terminus of the raii- 
\say, and made other alterations in 
tlie plans of construction which were 
unsatisfactory to the provincial auth- 
orities. In this city especially 
there was a very strong feeling of re- 
^ieiuinent ari.-jing from the latter res- 
olution, as well as the delay in con- 
struction. A rupture was at any time 
imminent, and strong representations 
were made to the Dominion and Im- 
perial authorities. A conrtdential del- 
egate of : the '^Ottawa government was 
.sent , out , to this 1 province to negotlato- 
vvith the prov^riolal authorities but 
they refused; Id'iHave anything to do 
with him. f Tlie'i:' lieutenant-governor 
finally complained to the imperlal;:au-'r 
thprities that a breach of ' contract ha^': 
been cdnimltted • by the federal': au-i'-r' 
thorities. It was In this connection 
and in this year that Hon. Mr. Wal- 
kem, as attorney-general, proceeded 
to England with a petition from the ■ 
executive council of British Columbia. 
The result was the agreement known 
as the "Carnarvon Terms." These pro- 
vided that tho railway from Eaqui- 
inalt should be commenced and com- 
pleted without further delay; .that 
surveys on tho mainland should be 
pushed with vigor; that a wagon road 
and telegVapb lino sliould lie Immedi- 
ately constructed; that $2,000,000 a 
year should bo the minimum of ex- 
penditure within tliQ province on rail- 
way construction alter tho completion 
of tho surveys; that tho railway 
.should be comiilctcd and opened for 
trallic to Lake Superior on or boforo 
.fanuary 1, IS?!. 

Luring the regime of Mr. AValkeni 
tho construction of the dry dock orig- 
inally begun as a provincial enterprlao 
was commenced also. 

Mr. AA'alkem was returned to power 
for tho last time in 1878, holding office 
until lii.s appointment as puisne judge 
of tho suyrome , court, May 23, 1883, 
which he held until.(.;four4. years ago, 
when he retired on rperislPh.,, 

In 1873 Mi^i.'Walkein'^.thaii been .ap- 
pointed Q. CY,p^ip}vijpiia^ln^Jn i§8lv 
ho compiled a new cddo of supreriie 
court procedure, for wliich ho receiv- 
ed the tlianks of the law society. In 
1887 ho was a commissioner with 
Judges Crease and Drake to frame a 
new code of rules for practice for tjio 
su)irenio court. He was a fellow of 
the Royal Gcograjihlcal society and lii 
member of tho British Association for 
the Advance of Science. 

In Dccombor, 1879, he married So- 
phia Edith daughter oC the late Hon. 
H. Rhodes, of this city. 

News, of his deathi: will - bo received 
with regret by: all who . knew him, As- 
aoclatod as he AvaB\^with ■ probably the 
most critical period In the earlier his- 
tory of.tho province,' the/ solution of 
thoso problems were greatly assisted 
by his sanity and ^ coolnoB«, : no less; 
than by his perseverance and ■ stale 
craft.

Ing held In .'. Oddfellows' ■ hall. .Spring 
Ridge, last night when the aldermaniq: 
candldatos Jn;;w,ard. three, together wltli 
the mayoralty ' a.'^pirants -jand'r. those 
seeking election to the school board 
addressed a large sized audience. Ow-, 
lug to the fact tliat tlie members of 
the City council iound it necessary to 
attend the last meeting for the year of 
,that body, Dr. Hall, Mayor Morley and 
Aids. Gleason and Meston were late in 
turning up and found the time some- 
what curtailed within which to speak. 
All speakers were given a patient hear- 
ing and tlie meeting was singularly 
free from interruptions or demonstra- 
tions. S. Perry Mills, K.O., was elect- 
ed to the chair. The candidates for 
school trustee were Heard first after 
which the alderm.anlc and mayoralty 
candidates spoke briefly.. 

i For School Trustee. 

A. ,B, McNeil was sorry ,'that the pulif, 
lie accounts had not been piibllslied fdr 
the year to show the amount which had 
been cxi)ended on the public schools of 
the city, lie would not say that too 
niiicli has been spent, but It was so 
large that the ratepayers shou'd take a 
deep interest in the matter. Great at- 
fention was being given to inducing 
people (o come to Victoria to live. Pro- 
vision .shouki be made for enlarged ac- 
commodation to servo the crowning 
needs of the city. Tlie present accom- 
modati.jii is greatly conjested and some 
of the schools are not properly located 
for proper sanitation. 

Mr. McNeil referred sympathetically 
to the death of Dr. Katon and stated 
that his successor must be a man who 
has worked his way up from the low- 
est rung. If elected ilr. McNeil would 
make it a point to see tliat the best 
man Is obtained. lie advocated the 
separation of the oftices of city super- 
intendent and secretary of the school 
board. 

In connection with the question of 
the government printing the school text 
books, he was in favor as far as pos- 
sible. But there are several difficulties 
to bo considered. In some cases there 
are copyrights hold and further it must 
be recognized that a text book Is the 
outcome probably of years of work on 
the part of some author and It there- 
fore takes money to buy the product 
of that brain. He wished to correct 
the statement made that he was in 
favor of giving the books free to those 
who could not afford to pay for them. 
^\'hat he was in favor of Is to give the 
books at cost, but he is not in favor 
of having books passed from scholar 
to scholar. Many authorities hold that 
such handing on of bonks is liable to 
I result in the transmission of disease, 
lie claimed he liad no ends to serve in 
I running for school trustee, and from 
I his experience In school matters he 
i could lill the position properly, and ne 
I solicited tlic votes of the ratepayers. 
I Why Was Contract Let 

i W. Marchant called attention to the 
action of the Victoria scliool board in 
letting the contract for the heating ap- 
paratus for the Victoria West school 
to Vancouver contractors in place of 
1 Victoria men. Asked wliat stand the 
[present trustees took on the matter. 
Mr. McNeil stated that he had seen 
Trustee Bi.shop who' stated that the 
contract was let without being sub- 
mitted to Victoria lirms. This -was 
done on the recommendation of the 
architect. If elected Mr. McNeil de- 
clared no contract. If he could help it, 
and all-things being equal, would be 
allowed. to; go to.. outside parties. Vic- 
torians should '•.haVe,'-.tha' first oppor- 
tunity. .^'HiBleoted'-he; will • ask for an 
investigation. ..to. ivsoert:iln . why the 
contract '•'was 'not'- given ■ to Victoria 
flrni5. . , ' 

O. Ciarlton, candidate . for trustee, 
was also in favor of " havlnl^ Victoria 
lirms got any contracts.'. Ho was also 
a supporter of • the. principal of free 
text books. ' He cited how this prin- 
cipal has been adopted alsewhere. The 
time, he thought,' was most opportune 
to press for the adoption of the prin- 
cipal here , and as ."the provincial gov- 
ernment printing bureau is equipped 
for doing' sucli work, the matter could 
opportunely be taken up with the gov- 
ernment. The present system is one 
entailing mucli unneces.'iary expense, 
lie thought tlir'i'e was little danger in 
tli(^ passing of books from I'nipil to 
jiupll. It would be (|uite easy to adopt 
a proper method of disinfecting the 
books so that no danger from germs 

would be experienced. . . • 

More -Accbrnmodation . 

On the matter: of. school ' aowJmmo- 
datioii, in view of'the rapid grovvthiof 
tlie city, adequate provision must be 
made. The temporary' makeshift of 
the portable school could properly be 
adopted until such tirhe as rhore money 
could be raised for more permanent 
and adequate school accommodation. 
AI" Charlt'ui favored some steps being 
taken to provide for medical in.Hpec- 
tioii and recommendation b.y physician 
to tlie parents of the children In eases 
whf^re trie children are affected in some 
way. Hon. Mr. McBride, he s.aid, h.-:ul 
in 11)00 written that he was In fuvor 
of I'ree text books and Mr. Cli.arlton 
understood that last year lie had made 
a similar statement to the Trustees' 
Institute, and if it could be shown to 
him that the people want free text 
books there is every possibility i^f 
something being done along that lino. 
I'Yeo text books, Mr. Charlton claimed, 
was orie .of the chief ijianks of h^s 
platform. * 

Robert Krskine, also a candidate fov 
school trustee, contented himself with' 
asking the ratepayers to support him 
at the polls. He stated that he did. not in- 
tend to make a speech and C'oht'ehted 
himself with soliciting the votes of 
the ratepayers of Ward Three. 

Explains His Record. 

Aid. W. 1''. Fiillerloii, the lirst of the 
alderiiianic candidates to speak, was 
Horr.y that he had to speak while Dr. 
Mall was not there ,as there would 
diMibtless be some statements made 
whicli he would nrel'er to have Dr. Hull 
hear. He had no doubt that on '^rhiirs- 
day next lie would again be elected to 
i-eprcsent the ward. Ho went all over 
the old story of the formation of the 
Cllizeiis' Progressive 'I'ickel, and of the 
two meetings held. Ho denied that 
there was any iii\-itatioii extended to 
Drganly.ed labor. The Tr.ades and La- 
bor council bud. since ilie formation of 
tlie ticket, condonmed it. Ho claimed 
a public meeting should have been 
called when those promoting the tick<>t 
could have asked the opinion of tlio 
citizens. He claimed the hand of ihi' 
CP.R. and the board of trade were be- 
hind the ticket, He defied anyone to 
show that the statement that last 



year's council was an incompetent one, 
was true. 

Aid. fuUerton went into the work of 
the council with particular reference 
to hla own stand on the various ques- 
tions. The increase m wages for city 
laborers among whom there were no 
"bloated" capitalists," was elfoctod by 
the last council. He claimed credit for 
supporting the principal of lotting wo- 
men vote at municiiial elections. The 
franolUs», fpr^ everybody, male and fe- 
male, was what the last council wanted 
but while ,the piovincial government 
had been asked for the necessary legis- 
lation If has no't been forthcoming He 
referred to* the nuisance of the s md 
pits in Spring Ridge.rand, how, he and 
Alderman .Gleason;;had -done . away with 
It. The; real oatate people, he averred, 
had endeavored to get the council to 
put In local Improvements on some 
2,000 acres in. ditfcroiit sections Their 
Idea, was to unload the property and 
while they would only have to pay the 
lirst year's tax the purchasers would 
have to pay the succeeding nine pay- 
ments. It was by his efforts that the 
council adopted the principal of allow- 
ing no local improvements unless there 
was a sufficient number of residents to 
bo benefited. 

Store Street Again. 

On trie:;'Store'.'st'reet matter. Aid. I'^ul- 
lertoix . touched: at length .On Oct. 15 
the comnjittee?.' considered the draft 
agreement and' Aid. Fell, he declared, 
was then strenuous ' iii hla endeavor to 
h"a'v;e. clause ■15' put in and three days 
afterwards, at ' the council meeting, he 
moved to have the clause struck out. 
Aid. Hail at that meeting stood up for 
the people's rights but the following 
night M'hen ' tKe" deputaitloh from the 
board of trade>.'.i appeai'ed before the 
council. Aid. Fullerton supposed all 
these gentlemen were sub.servlent to 
the C.l'.R., who, he supposed had them 
under control as he understood they 
could not get in their goods unless by 
the CP.R. He declared that Aid. Hall 
on that occasion votfed to take eut the 
clause. 

The past cotincli ' had b.een charged 
by the supporters Of thl Citizens' Pro- 
gressive Ticket witli riot doing what 
was necessary to get a better water 
system, better streets, etc It wa.s, he 
claimed, by reason of the opposition of 
those gentlemen to the by-laws sub- 
mitted for the pui-pose of raising 
money, that the city has not got these 
needed improvements. Tlie incinera- 
tor by-law was turned down, and 
others, too. Why'.' Because, hu 
claimed, the men supporting the Pro- 
gres.3lve Ticket were against Mayor 
Morley. Ho pointed to the money the 
city has lost because of the failure oE 
the by-law.s to puss. The sewer by- 
law was defeated, and the consequence 
had been that the city had to take 
$-!,000 of the $25,000 appropriated for 
street improvements. This had to bo 
spent in Inadequately ^ jjatchlng up 
drains and such \vork. 

Harking back to 1904. he referred to 
the alleged secret agreement with the 
tramway company. He claimed it was 
not faflpethat' the great expense aris- 
ing out off 'the;' waterworks litigation 
should be 'bharged -'up ' to the I'JOT 
council, ,'when> it was the ' outcome of 
the work of 'the 1804 council. These 
law costs, .'tlO.OOO, 'had- to be taken 
from the strdetil' appropriation, as well 
as the' $3,0C()' .spent by reason of the 
bubonic plag-ue scare. That waa wherc 
the money for street Improvements 
went. ''.'"I .- ■ 

Looked For Failure. iJ ; 

He stated that froni. ills ejcperiehce 
with the local government the scheme 
of getting the government to hand 
over to the city the tax on business 
.stocks would surely fall. It had been 
found, he doclared, that in order to 
get what wai^tiwantedi the Union of 
British Colilrii'bli Municipalities had 
to be formed. It was the endeavor to 
have a change made whereby a mu- 
nicipality tlie siie ot Victoria should 
not be governed by the same regula- 
tions as a rural iiiuiiicipality. 

Aid. FuUertor. claimed that last 
year's council wis a most progressive 
one, and aiayor Llorloy a man of initi- 
ative. Referring to the question put 
by the trades and labor council re- 
garding the fair wage clause in civic 
cuntract.s, declared It to be one of the 
lirst measures lie would bring before 
the council; He claimed credit for en- 
deavoring to get a by-law passed pro- 
viding for the enforcement of regula- 
tions as to weighing and measuring 
coal and wood.

thought, and many Of his friends also 
considered It the fact, that no elec- 
tion would be .quite right without him. 
He always took a '"keen interest In 
Spring Ridge, had -Invested largely in 
that location, and three years ago had, 
he claimed, iDcen responsible for j re- 
duction in taxes, , 

Mr. Levy was not endorsed toy the 
Citizens' Progressive Ticket, he did 
not tielong to the Property Owners' 
association nor- to any secret society, 
but he had lot of time at his dispo- 
sal. He had traveled somewhat and 
had a number of new ideas wp his 
sleeve, and lie asked for an oiiportuu- 
ity to let them come out.

"There is too much talit about 
whiskey and moral.s," he averred. This 
talk was giving Victoria a bad iiame, 
and ho asked if there was any hour 
or minute of the night when a lady 
could not go from one end of the city 
to tlio other unmolested. 

The revenue of the city was $.|7,- 
000 and yet there was not enough to 
make the sliglitest improvements to 
the streets. He had heard th;it there 
was a feeling against liiiii because 
he is a .lew, but he hoped such was 
not the ease. 

Absolutely Independent. 

Dr. Lewis Hall staled tliat owing to 
the lateness of thi> hour he would bo 
short. It was not the lirst time he 
had come before ward two. After 
eleven years' service in Ihe city's in- 
terests, either as school trustee or 
alderman he felt that he was entitled 
to come befor? them and ask for their 
voles. 

Mr. Mall emphatically declared that

With little bu.=ilness upon the order 
pajier and with all the aldermen ready 
and anxious to expedite matters, the 
last session of the city council length- 
ened out into an hour and a iialf's 
duration.

The reason the eiidor- 
satlon of the outgoing council was de- 
sired was because of the short time 
which would remain for the new coun- 
cil to consider the nleasure and submit 
it to tlie legislature. The city solici- 
tors ' were apparently ot the opinion 
that the endorsatlon of the old coun- 
cil, would expedite matters when the 
new one came to consider the measure. 

Mayor Morley was averse to the 
council talcing any such action, as it 
had not the time to consider the peti- 
tion thoroughly.

degree, at least, realized our responsi- 
bilities. One might KU))l)0Ke from the 
language of the Globe that It spspect- 

, . ed the Colonist oi! some undisclosed 
motive in Its treatrh'6nt 3f ' this 
question. We have tried to make it 
very clear that suoii is not the case; 
we have tried to show that wo real- 
ize the stupendous nature of the prob- 
lem Involved in the migration of 
Oriental people. On repeated occa- 
Blona wo have pointed out tliat we 
regarded the Japanese phase of the 
question the .least' serl^ of all, that 
we believed 'Japan would make an 
agreement with Canada to which she 
would adhere, and that slic had other 
uses for her people than to permit 
them to swarm into tho Dominion. 
Wo have quoted the remark of tho 
Marquis Ito, made to the Colonist on 
the first occasion that he sot foot In 

^^j;;ttnada, which observation he stated 
at : the time Avas intended as an "ex- 
pression to tho people of Canada of 
what he believed would bo the policy 

; of Japan, namely to keep her people 
employed In the development of 'lands 
nearer home. This was as long ago 
as the Diamond Jubilee of Queen 'Vic- 
toria, at wrhlch time those of us, who 
were watching closely tho beginnings 
of the Oriental movement, saw that 



there might bo dangers ahead. .. But 
although we have realized, the good 
intentions yof Japan towai'ds us and 
tho : probability that the policy indica- 
ted by Marquis Ito would prevail; we 
cannot shut our eyes to tho fact that 
British Columbia faces tho Orient with 
Its hundreds of millions of peoplo.j^and 
for that reason wo have felt,? and we 
feel now, tliat something more Is need-, 
ed tifan an agreement wUb .Tapan, 
and a regulation requiriiig that immi- 
grants shall come to' ihe country only 
from- the land' of thefr birth or that of 
their adoption. Speaking with the ut- 
most respect to the Toronto Globe and 
the federal Premier, and .conceding 
that they both desire to solve the Or- 
iental question in such a manner as 
will occasion the least possible amount 
of friction, we venture to think tliat 
they do not realize fully the gravity 
of the Situation and the' need o£ be-; 
Ihg fully prepared to meet ; any pbs-; 
slble emergencies. When we suggest 
that tliey are too much influenced by 
the po.ssihle complications arising out 
of the now responsibility, which Can- 
ada has assumed, wo triist that wo 
will not be understood as reflecting 
either upon their judgment or good 
faith. For good or ill, and wo believe 
for the good of -Canada as well as of 
the Empire, Sir wuitrld Laurler has 
undertaken that this country shall 
deal with certain aspect of interna- 
tional questions as they affect the Do- 
minion. ,Tha Frenoh' trealy was one 
instahce; 'the negotiation' with Japan 
Is another. We can readily under- 
stand that the Premier is anxious to 
avoid anything in the exercise of 
these newly assumed powers, which 
will in anyWay embarrass the Imper- 
ial authorities. An experiment of 
unprecedented nature and exceptional 
dlfRcultj' is being tried, and it Is easy to 
understand how the statesman, chiefly 
responsible for this new departure, is 
unwilling to be precipitate in any- 
thing which he may advise Parliament 
to do. At the same time, we feel that 
he has not gone far enough, ;v He;, may 
have done everything that ' for- *the 
time being is necessary as far as 
Japan is concerned, but In our humble 
judgment he has not taken the one step 
necessary to enable; ;Canada>.tp cope 
successfully with Oriental immigra- 
tion and at the same time not offend 
the amour propre of powers with 
whom we. wish to remain friendly and 
a vast'mass of fellow-subjects, whose 
good-vi-ill it is ouf duty and ought to 
be our aiin to retain.

The Baolal Qneition In Australia and 
'Canada. 

Sir — In The Times of Noveniber 30 I 
read an article on the "Haclal' Quc&tion 
on the I'acific' Coast of eaiiada," which 
liad a peculiar interest for mo, wlio come 
from Australia, where a similar prob- 
lem Immediately confronts our race, and 
whore the feeling now dawning in Can- 
ada, in favor of maintaining Us white 
racial integrity, has already beciiinc a 
settled conviction of the Australian peo- 
ple and a firm policy of all political 
parties. 

As the positions of Australia and the 
western slopes of Canada are almost 
identical,, both having enormous tracts 
of rich, yet practically unoccupied, ter- 
ritory within easy reach of tlie teeming 
millions of the <-ast, the consklonitlon 
of tho reasons upon which Australia's 
racial convictions are founded may as- 
sist your readers to arrive at a better 
ai)preoiation of the \Xestern Canadian 
position. 

As In Western Canada, so In Australia, 
public, opinion draws a difference be- 
tween Japanese and other Orientals. The 
existing power of Japan has made a 
greater impression upon the national 
mind than . the potential energies of 
China. But those in a position to know 
have found that, generally speaking, the 
butter class of Chinese ininiigi-ant Is the 
most dangerous competitor the Austra- 
lian has in the local industrial mar- 1 
kets. But 1 doubt if, in Australia, there 
is much "Of that "racial hate" against 
the Japanese such as your correspond- 
ent> article (I trust erroneously) speaks 
of iis now being sown in Western Can- 
ada. The average Australian admires 
the Japanese. He admires tlielr pluck, 
their endurance, their enterprise, their 
patrlotisiii; their phenomenal rIsB is 
often quoted as one which Australia 
must Seek to emulate; he respects, he ad- 
mires them, but lie likes them better at 
a distance. And why'.' Because, for one 
thing, they can undersell- him In tlie 
labor market, because just as his man- 
ufacturer wishes to be protected against 
their ciieaper- manufactures, 
anxious to protect his own labor from 
their cheap competition. In short, the 
attitude of tho Australian and Western 
Canadian to their Oriental competitors 
In their lionie Industrial markets is, at 
root, very much the attitude of so many 
British manufacturers to their German 
rivals in British: markets. 

But there is in this matter very much 
more than hscallsm. For free-traders 
and protectionists alike are concerned in 
maintaining the purity of our race in 
Australia. There is tho settled convic- 
tion that the country is a white man s 
country (albeit not so well filled as It 
ought to be); and that, although cheap 
Oriental labor might lor^ the iiionieiit 
assist the operations of ' cosmopolitan 
capital. It will sap the vigor and un- 
dermine the British self-reliance, .. Upon 
which depends, wlien all Is said and

Your correspondent says that "Indus 
trlally thort ought to be no 'Asiatic 
problem." " Of course ho is In a better 
position to speak of British Columbian 
conditions than I am, who have only 
been there a few weelcs In all; but, un- 
less the character and industrial effici- 
ency of the Oriental -sviio; goes 'there are 
considerably lower than * they;''? are in 
Australia, 1 cannot agree with him. The 
reason he gives for the above statement 
Is that, "when such immigrants (whites) 
do consent to do rougli labor or work 
regarded as unpleasant, they stay at it 
only until they have-i-jsaved onouHli 
money to start In some Industry on tlielr 
own account," and that therefore. lni:i i- 
entially, tliere must always be work for 
the Oriental. 

This argument seems to me to bo 
founded upon the fallacy that Orientals 
are less keen to better their condition 
than arc whites. In Ansti-alla we have 
generally found the opposite to be the 
case. The Chinaman would come to the 
country to do certain prearranged work, 
which he would leave at the first oppor- 
tunity to start out for himself ad a 
small trader; and, mainly because he 
can live on so much loss than his while 
competitprs, ho saves jiooin-r than they 
do, and more quickly bt comes a small 
employer. Thus, even In Australia, 
whore the policy of the country has 
succeeded in excluding all but a few

If, by a rigid system If indentured la- 
bor, the Oriental could be compelled to 
keep doing certain work which, until 
the country became Oiled with whites, 
the whites would not do, the only na- 
tional change he would efCoet would be 
to the racial moral of \rhlch we, in 
Australia, are so pi-oud. To labor, with 
an Australian, is almost as gre.at a dig- 
nity as to have others labor with for 
him; and he vaguely recognizes, Just as 
tho British Columbian Is possibly now 
beginning to .recognize, tlrat, If you once 
take from tho lower classes their pride 
In labor, you destroy at one stroke the 
national vl.gor of tho people. 

Capital, which knows neither country 
nor i-ace, might And the cheap alien la- 
bor of today well suited to^Its purpose. 
But tho statesman,- to whoso fdreaight 
in committed the maintenance of na- 
tional vigor as well .as tho development 
of tho territory wlilch the nation occu- 
pies, can only vie-w with sympathy the 
Incoherent miirmurs of a section of nur 
race which sees its industrial existence 
threatened, Its national vigor In danger 
of being undermined.

Hugh Miller was a frequent contri- 
butor in the early days, and it was In 
the Journal that ho told how he be- 
came a geologist whilst a young work- 
man in the sanilstone (luarries of Cro- 
marty.

The history of the library from that 
day to this Is a record of generous 
guts, both great and -.small, fj-om lovers 
of 'learning In this conntry and in Kng- 
la'hd, and the library soon surpas.sed 
Its former size, so that in 1790 it hsd 
Increased to .ibout 12,000 volumes. 
An-ionK the early contributors, after 
Jolm Harvard, .ire found tho names of 
Poter JJulivloy Governor WInthrop, Sir 
Kcnelni Dif^by, Theophlbus Calo, 
Tliomas Holli^;, Governor Bernard, John 
Hancock, ArclilslshoiJ.s of Canterbury 
and York, and Gcorg,; AVliiteflcld, who 
by his influence in'ocnrcd largo num- 
bpr,s of bool<,s from others in England. 

In Juno, 1775, when Cambridge was 
occupied by continental troops^, the 
library was removed to Andovcr, and 
in November of the .^^amo year, a part 
of it was taken to Concord, to which 
lilacc t!i'^ college liad been ti-an.sferred. 
'I'lic faculty and sludent.s returned to 
Cambrldge'in 1770 but' it was not until 
177S tliat the boolc? were r(^storod to 
Harvard Hall. Here tlio library re- 
mained until the erection of Goro Hill 
In 183S, which wa.s In part built from 
the bequest from Governor OlirLsto- 
plicr Go'ro m;ide In 1829. 

In 1SS7 enl.ir.gement wa.s ncccs.^ary 
and tho oa.st wing -ivas constructed at 
an expense of 590,000. Twenty years 
later the need for further enlargement 
was met by remodeling the old Goro 
Hall and it ia Interesting to note tliat 
at the clo.so of 1!)02 the collection of 
liook.s In Govo Hall' together with tho 
departmental and .special reference 
libraries of Canibrldge, university, con- 
sisted Df P07,10() volumes-', .

Auto Hypnotism. 
Writing to a London paper, a medi- 
cal man tells' this stpry:-r-"A remark- 
able Incident happened' recently at a 

London dental hospital. A young wo- 
man wont there to have five teeth ex- 
tracted. The anaesthetic decided upon 
by the dental surgeon ^vns ethyl chlor- 
ide, and this was adminisfcred by the 
usual form of apparatus. An India 
rubber cap is placed over the patient's 
mouth aftd nostfils, ahd connected 
with it is a bag Into which a sealed 
capsule of ethyl chloride la introduced. 
By the .tuvning.of' a screw from the 
ou tslde the caps^ale Is bi:oken> and' the 
anaesthetic llbeBated. The screw was 
turned; tlie patftnt went of! gradually 
into Insensibility, five teeth were ex- 
tracted, and the patient awakened 
without feeling any part of the opera- 
tion. The whole case appeared per- 
fectly normal. Only when the young 
woman hart left the room and the ap- 
paratULj was being made ready for an- 
other jiatlent was it discovered that 
the capsule of ethyl chloride had by 
some mischance not been broken at all. 
The whole condition of insensibility 
had been brought about by the self- 
hypnotism oC till! patl.Mit. The idea 
that an anaesthetic was being admin- 
istered was so strong in her mind that 
she had passed Into insensibility en- 
tirely by hypnotic suggestion.

Judge Lanipman has handed down 
his judgment in the case of Blair vs. 
The Britannia Smelting Company, in 
which the plaintiff, a ■ sampling mill 
foreman working on "straight time," 
sued for five days' wages withheld 
during the time ho was away 
private business trip and for damages 
Jot wrongful dismissal without notice 
The text of the judgment follows: 

The plaintiff in March, IflOG, was en- 
gaged by the defendant company as 
sampling . mill foreman, and he remain- 
ed In that capacity until August IB, 
1907, and he now sues the company for 
$3GS, being for l^mneo of wages and 
damages for wrongful dismissal from 
his employment .without notice. He 
was paid last on July 15 his wages 
earned during June, and on his being 
tendered on August 15 a cheque for 
wages earned during July ho objected 
to the amount as being too small, and 
then the. clrcumstarices i.took place 
wlilch he says jatnoujited to his dis- 
missal. 

Ui: Luxton claims that the hU'lng 
was a general one, and In consequencG 
should be considered as a hiring tor a 
year; but .thaltlthe: plaintltt. is willing 
to -haVe' it &k6n' is a monthly hiring, 
and he has claimed damages on that 
basis. ;' 

The plalntlK .sfiys he was hired at 
H a day straight payable by the 
month; he also says that when he was 
hired Mr. 'BWlinger, who ' was then 
manager of the smelter wanted to erf- 
gage hliii at J120 a month, but he in- 
sisted oh $4 a day straight, and that 
was agreed to. 

Mr. Bellinger's evidence taken on 
commission was put In on behalf of 
the plaintiff, ho, says that his under- 
standing was that plaintiff was to re- 
ceive ?l-() per month With ho extra 
pay for overtime, byt on reading his 
examination I, am satisfied his recol- 
lection of the agreement Is not at all 
clear, and I must accept the plaintiff's 
own version. It was shown by the 
time sheefs that plaintU't had received 
pay at a rate of J4 per day (he was 
paid for Sundays an well as week days, 
and also for days when the smelter 
was not yunnlng); for February's work 
ho was paid $112, for April's $120, and 
Cor Jlay $124. I should mention hero 
that the smoltoi- runs on Sunday. The 
time sheets indicate that the plaintiff 
on the 15th of each month was paid 
tor work during the preceding month 
an amount in dollars equal to the 
number of days in the month multi- 
plied by four. 

I thlnlt the hiring was a daily one. • 

In Bain vs. Anderson (1898) 28 S. 
C. R., 481, at p. 484, TaHChereau, J., in 
delivering the, judgment of the court, 
said : 

"It cannot at the present day be 
contended that, as a rule of law, 
where no tiine is limited for the dur- 
ation of the contract of hliing and 
services, the hiring has to bo consider- 
ed as a hiring for a year. The queg- 
'tlon: is one offaSt,; ojr 'lhWffe\ifeV|rrotn 
tacts, the determfnatron ' of whfcn de- 
pends tipon the circumstances of each 
case." 

In Rex vs, Warminster (182C) 6 B. 
& C, 77, the reasoning when applied 
to this case seems to mo to negative 
the supposition that a monthly hiring 
was intended. There a pauper being 
aslted how much he expected per week 
replied £20 per year; the employer 
refused to give that, but offered a cer- 
tain weekly sum, which was accepted, 
and it was held by Abbott, C. J., that 
a yearly hiring was not Intended. In 
Evans vs. Roe (1S72) L. B. 7 C. P., 
138, where the plaintiff agreed to ac- 
cept a position as foreman of works 
on his receiving a salary of £2 per 
week and- house to live in. It was held 
by Byies. Brett and (5rove, JJ., that 
the hiring ■was a weekly one. See also 
Baxter vs. Nune (1944) 6 m. & G., 935, 
and Bettlnger vs. Macdougall (1860) 9 
U. C. C. P., 485. The effect of the 
word "straight" was that plaintiff was 
^to be paid whether the Bnielter was 
running or not, and th^t he, was not 
to be paid anythliwr extra lor overtime. 

In July the jplaintlfC wanted to go to 
Spokane ana'^aSkea permtsalpn from 
the manager Mr. itayifao.nd: the ac- 
counts of what took place aifter, butil 
think the trnderstandlng arrived at 
was that plaintiff qould..g.o..for„ thteo 
days, and it would not be 'c'ohsldered 
that he had lost any time. It appeared 
that a year before during Mr. Bel- 
linger's regime he had been absent 
once for a period longer than three 
day.s, and had been paid as though 
present at his work all the time. The 
trip to Spokane took live days, and on 
August 15 the defonilant company in 
making out plaintiff's pay cheque de- 
ducted $20 for the live days' absence; 
plaintiff objected, and Jie says the 
manager said, "If you don't want to 
accef)t that I'll stop It all." The man- 
ager says he told him ho could accept 
the cheque or not, but If not It was 
the ^ast cheque he would accept, and 
also that if the payment was not satis- 
factory ho could take such stops as he 
saw lit. 

Plaintiff refused the cheque, and 
considering himself dismissed, brought 
his action. 

"Whether what the manager said 
constituted a dismissal entitling the 1 
plaintiff to sue for wrongf.il dismissal i 
Is immaterial because of the view 1 j 
take of the nature of the hiring, and 
the only point remaining for decision 
Is whether or not plaintiff is entitled 
to pay for the five days during which 
he was absent or for any part thereof. 

In the absence of any undorsland- 
Ing or agreement a dally .servant Is 
not entitled to pay when not at work, 
but here the company expected to pay 
plaintiff for the three days, and he ex- 
pected to receive the pay, but .as the 
alisence was for live days the com- 
pany refused to pay for the whale five. 
In this I think thoy were v/rong; I 
don't think plalnlilT was entitled to 
pay for the five days, but I do think 
he was entltlod,to. pay. for three da> K, 
He wa6va;"datly;s*ry«^nt-Aha;at the end

SMITH FACES CHARGE 
OF DEFAMATORY LIBEL 

Article in Campaign . Sheet 
. Basis of Action 'Taken by 
J. H. Si'Matson " / 



Charged with publishing in "The 
Peoples' Press" a defamatory libel on 
J. S. H, Matson, managing director of 
the Colonist, Philip R. Smith, of the 
Victoria Printing & Publishing Com 
pany, was arrested yesterday after 
noon about 4 o'clock and taken to the 
police station. This morning at the 
police court ha .will, be i, formally 
charged with publlshln'ig ft' iibelagaiinst 
Mr. Matson. 

The action arises out of a certain 
article published in last Friday's num- 
ber of "Tho Peoples' Press," a publi- 
cation for which. It is alleged. Smith 
Is responsible, and which ho publishes 
at his place of business, corner of 
Yates street and Government street. 
The Information sworn out by Mr. 
Matson says: : 

. "That .PhlUp, Robert Smith on or 
about the 10th .day of January, liiOS, 
at,.the' pityv.of. Victoria v. g,foresald did 
publish \ In a certain newspaper called 
"The Peoples' Press" a defamatory 
libel on, ' of and; ; concerning , John 
Samuel; Henry ■ Matson.v he- the said 
Philip .Robert. Smlthi^;- well .knowing 
same to be false, which- libel was and 
IS contained In the-'sald newspaper in 
an article therein > headed "Rumors," 
and was, and is, in the Words follow- 
ing. ' lOlcctions are genorallv prolific 
of rumors, this year is no exception to 
the rule. Our man about town was 
detailed tho other evening to make an 
Investigation. A conllrmatlon of his 
report has been obtained by our fam- 
ous astrologer custlng the liorescope 

"That the dit'foi'ence between actual 
cost and the sum obtained from the 
city" (thereby meaning the corpor- 
ation of tho city of Victoria) "by the 
Esquimau Water Comijany" "thereby 
meaning the Esqulmait AVater Works 
Company) "goes to a certain news- 
paper manager" (thereby meaning the 
said John Samuel Henry iMalson) "In 
consideration of his active interest in 
the public welfare," which libel was 
published without legal JustUicatlon or 
excuse and was, and Is, likely to in- 
jure tho reputation of tho said John 
Samuel Henry JIatso'n by exposing him 
to hatred or contempt or ridicule or 
was designed to Insult the said John 
Samuel Henry Matson." 

The warrant for Mr. Smith's arrest 
was Issued by Police Magistrate 
George Jay and executed by Detective

The story of the milk bottle and its 
e(piipment reveals an interesting situ- 
ation, says the Iteviow of Re\-lcws. 
Its construction for one company that 
uses .'■.,000,000 bottles annually ' keeps 
eight glass factories lu.isy, most of 
them the .\ear through. 

The pajier cap Unit is part of the 
milk liottle's equipment is made by 
maclilnijry, each machine turning out 
from .100,0(10 to (100,000 a day. One man 
manages five machines. 

Each milk bottle .Is fllled on an 
a\'orage once in four days. "Thus each 
one of the 100,000,000 bottles In use 
receives a fresh, cap every time, it is 
used, which will average ■seven titnes a 
month. 

Sixty per cent. oE the milk bottle.^ 
In use are equipped 'writh a tin cap or 
clamp, as well as the paper cap. A 

dozen factories are btisy each year 
prodmdng them. 

Copiiiletelj- furnished, tlie whoh'salo 
cost' of the milk bottle Is five cents. 
It furnishes employment for thou- 
s.ands of workmen in tlie three trades 
into which it enters. 

The wooden cases in which milk 
tjottle..; are trans]iorted .-ire so wlilely 
used thiit their consti'uction is almost 
fin industry in itself. Thousands of 
freight cars are needed in the daily 
ti'ans|)ortatioii of the nillK', for the 
niillc trade l:iio\vs no d;i.\- of rest.

Saiads 

This Is the season when salads are 
a noticeable feature of a dinner. The 
fruit salads are very nice and may be 
prepared in numerous ways. One 
IH-etty way to make a fruit salad is 
known as the tulip salad. Select very 
bright red apples and do 'not pare. Re- 
move the cores and slice the sides in 
little points to give the appearance of 
a. tulip and scoop out the contents. 
Make a filling of chopped oranges, 
ijananas, pineapples and the meat from 
the apple. Xfrain: oft 'all juice and mix 
the fruit with cliopped nufSi'. In?;teach 
dish, place' an apple on white lettuce 
leaves,- preferably the small ones from 
the heart of th'e 'lettuce, and mix a 
few pieces- of parsley In It to gl^ve a 
neat effect.. 'Fill , the apples . with-' the 
fruits. After the dessert is served pass 
a dresslngtniade of mayonnaise and the 
fruit Juices previously extracted. 

Orange shells may be filled in the 
same manner and just as pretty arc 
tho lemon receptacles made from lem- 
on rinds. A lettuce salad Is made by 
filling lettuce leaves with finely chop- 
ped cabbage and celery. This Is 
placed In a small dish and surrounded 
with a layer of beets run tiirough the 
rleer, You have no idea what a 
pretty decor;ition the beets nialje and 
the color can he clianged by mixing 
tlie nuts with finely chopped celery. 
The meat chopjiCr is best for making 
this. Save celery tops for decprativo 
purposes. 

In making the mayonnaise, one really 
should use a good egg beater to make 
all Ingredients very light, for this 
gives the desired smoothness to the 
mixture. Oils shoiild be gradually ad- 
ded, and .all adds added when tho 
mayonnaise is done to prevent it from 
curdllii.g. By all moans cook your 
mayoimaiso if you do not wish It to 
taste of T.aw egg.s. Use sliced eggs, 
pickled onions, and olives to gai-nlsh 
vegetable salads. /■■ < . . .'. 

Gincjer Cookies " 

One cup of molasses; one cup of 
.sugar; one cup of shortening; two 
level teaspoonfuls of baking soda dis- 
solved in three-quarters of a cup of 
hot coffee; one teaspoonful of ginger; 
enough Hour to make a stiff dough. 
Knead thoroughly and roll out Into a 
thin slieet, then cut into rounds, 

Jelly Roll 

One-Iialf cuii of sugar, two eggs 
well ibeaten, four tablospoonfuls of 
nilllc; one teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der well sifted in a scant cup of Hour. 
13;ike in a sheet in a large shallow tin. 
After baking spread with jelly and 
roll In a towel wlillo warm.

Roast Wild Ducks — Parboil ' ■ as' 
above directed; throw away thfe car- 
rot or onion, lay In fresh water half 
an hour; stuff with bread nruinbs 
seasoned with pepper and salt, sago 
and onion, and roast until brown and 
tender, busting for luilf the time with 
butter a.nd water tiien with the drip- 
lilngs. Add to the gravy when yon 
liave taken up the duclfs a teaspoon- 
ful of currant jolly and a pinclt of 
cayenne. Thicken with browned flour 
and serve In a tureen. 

Bean Soup 
Soak three cupfuhs of dried while 
hams for eight hours; , drain and cover 
;them with two auarCs of boiling water 



and boil until tender and brolcen to 
pieces. Rub them' with the water 1 in 
which they were ■ bollod ■ through a 
sieve and return to the fire. Add ' a 
quart of stock, in which a ham' or a 
piece of corn beef has been boiled. If 
this is too salt, add other soup stock 
witli it. Boil for an liour and season 
to taste— pepper, celery and onion 
juice being nice. Stir in a tablespoon 
of butter rolled In one of flour and 
put into the tureen. Pea soup is made 
the same way.

In football you are likely to break an 
arm, but If you are very careful in hop 
scotch or marbles, the greatest damage 
you can do will be to your braces.

Now York, Jan. 13.— The Thaw trial 
moved with a ru.sh toda.v. After tho 
State had pre.9entod Its case and As- 
sistant District Attorney Garvin bad 
charactorined the killing ot Stanford 
White as "a premeditated, deliberate 
and cowardly murder," Martin W. 
Littleton, for the defense, made the 
opening plea for the prisoner. His 
promise of now evidence was nonsa- 
tional, and held the supremo atten- 
tion ot all the court room. / 

Dlsti'lct Attorney ' Jerome,, seemingly 
taken 'by tsuriirlfee, , 'seated himself Iri 
tho wltnesfe ohalr< , the, better to .heay 
the outline of ,tHe hew;! defense. ■-■ -.' 

Mr. Littleton pWinisod 'tt> fCrge a 
chain Of clronmstnncos and to. produce 
a line of testimony which will pTOVe 
Harry K. Thaw undeniably Insane at 
the time of the homicide. Evidence of 
hereltary Insanity, ot strange, unusual 
acts of Thaw not even hinted at during 
the first trial, wus told of by Mr. Lit- 
tleton, who .^ald that physicians and 
nurses who liad attended Thaw wore 
hurrying here from Europe; that 
toiichers of the doreiidant Jn childhood 
would be on band to give their im- 
pro.'.'sioiis "of I lie wild oyod dl.?tant 
boy." In conclusion, Mr, Littleton chal- 
lenged tho IDlstrlot Attorney to pro- 
duce a single reputalilo pliyslclan who 
would say Thaw, was not insane at the 
tlino he killed the noted architect. 

Mr. iJittleton's speech fairly bristled 
with surprises. Ho startled the court- 
room by deolarlng that after Evelyn 
NPBbllt had told.hlm hor story In;

point he again drew an objection from 
the prosecuting officer, who said: "Mr. 
Littleton is now straying to a fleld of 
stuff, which in my opinion will be ox- ' 
eluded." Again Justice Dowling sus- 
tained the objection. It was reported 
at tho beginning of tho trial that Mr. 
Jerome .-vvould light this year to ex- 
clude the testimony of young Mrs. 
Thaw. ■: 
Mr. Littleton spared neither Thaw' 
nor his family in his recital of the de- 
fendant's life history. During tho 
speech Tliaw sat pallid, looking flxed- 
15"^ at his counsel. Toward the close,; 
ho seemed rather displeased , wlth>; 
something that' was said, and leaning'- 
forward scribbled off a note. 

Mr. Littleton's .speech was some- 
what dramatic and impassioned at 
times, and wa.s Iteenly followed by the; 
jury, despite the rather frequent ob- 
jections from the district attorney, 
who derided the flights of oratory as 
having no place in an opening state-ij 
ment of facts. . 

A picture of Thaw's ancestry, mark- 
ed by decided taints of insanity on 
both the father's and mother's 'sides, 
according to his chief counsel, was 
drawn with great care, and tho dofen- 
iant himself was pictured as irra- 
tional, erratic, a« insane as a boy who . 
Is oscillating between "starshlp" and' 
madness, between brilliancy and, 
darkness, fought unavailingly the fe-. 
ver of insanity which coursed his' 
blood at birth. 

"I make no claims of this defendant: 
above those of the average man as toj 
moral vice and virtue." declared Mr.v 
Littleton. "But "I say' his life history 
is enough to free hlna.from the.chargo 
that :>h'ei'- ivas r6speiisilJlisl3f6i;& 
Add to ' his hlstdrJr' tKe heartbreaking 
episode of his love for the young, 
woman who became his w;lfe, and. of 
her recital to him of a story which, 
flashed to the four quarters of the 
globe, made all the world that reads 
stand still and wonder. I shall have 
no hesitancy in aslting you if you havo 
not a reasonable doubt if he was not 
Insane the night of the deplorable 
tragedy, and upon that doubt I shall 
ask you for a verdlct'of faot-guUty;" 

Mrs. Littleton told about a trip 
abroad by Thaw in 1899, when he was 
ill and Insane at Rome, Monte Carlo: 
and London,-' being under the care of 
physician.^ and nurses at each place,, 
and declared he would produce thesO; 
physicians and nurses, as far as pos- 
sible, to tell their stories. Teachers 
who kept diaries about the strango 
child who sat in their classes also 
will como, he said, to tell the jury 
about the early tendencies of the de-, 
tondant. 

Describing the killing of Wlilto, Mr. 
Littleton said: "Thaw's madness, 
born and bred in him, had been set on 
lire by the stories he lind heard. Hli 
liad gone to the district .attorney with 
them and to Mr. Comstock. Thoy ran 
in hl.s bead until staggering among 
tho chairs of Madison .Square Garden 
— ^yet not drunk — his eyes burning 
like two great coals of fire, unable in- 
telligently . to answer questions put to 
hlni, ni.anlacal in the last degree, lorit 
— lost as he was In Romo, In Monto 
Carlo and In Londony-tho blind con- 
fusion of ■ insanity overcame him and 
he fired. The result "was not murder,, 
but the aet of a madman, -vyho; af ter-i 
wards, wild-eyed and IrratWnal; iicrled- 
out m his cell that he heard the voices 
Of little . children , calling, dnd pro- 
cliaiinin|r^.th&i ,}ie^ had but acted avs an; 
aieifxf of Provldehioe." 

After his speech Mr. Littleton was 
asked In what manner ho would . at- 
tempt to prove Thaw / sane at the 
present time, if he offered suoh an ac- 
cuinulatlon ot evidence as to prove, 
progressive insanity up to the time of. 
tho killing. 

"I can only say that I will cross my 
bridges as I come to them. A man 
cannot rido two horses In the oppo- 
site directions at tho same time," ho. 
replied. The outline of tho dolenso la, 
generally consldereil as reflecting a . 
determination on tho part of Thaw's 
attorneys to prove him Insane In 190(1, 
regardless of all consequences.

Capt. Santy in reviewing his experi- 
ences since being towed from the Col- 
umbia river is satisfied that his ship 
had a very narrow escape. Not many 
sliip.^ tiiat have been ashore on the 
AVaahington or Oregon coast or to the 
northward have come off with as little 
trouble or apparent damage. .Some of 
f.he ships which struck on the shoals 
of the coast near v.'here. the Port Pat- 
rick hit remained therii while. others 
were floated onjy after months of most 
difficult work. The Poltalloch and 
Alsternixe were two of those which 
were floated. The Poltalloch, which 
drove ashore on the Oregon coast, was 
there nine months before, after ardu- 
ous work, a salvage crew managed to 
get her off. A bar had formed outside 
where the ship struck, and Capt. Burns, 
who was sent from I.ondon by Lloyds 
to take charge of the operations, work- 
ed the big ship inch by inch, moving 
iier but an inch or two some days, un- 
til she reached deep water and waa 
towed to Esquimalt for repairs by th|

HERCULES WAS BATTERED. 

Norwegian Steamer from this Port

Capt. Calder of the 
Hatasu, which left at the beginning of 
December, before sailing told of a list 
of misfortunes which had seemed to 
follow the vessel and those on board 
her. The lirst ofncer, Capt. Dabner, 
had been landed at San Francisco 
owing to Illness and died in a hospital 
there, and Capt. Calder fell through an 
open hatch while the steamer was 
loading at Belllngham and vvas severe- 
ly injured, being still confined to his 
berth on board the vessel .when she 
sailed from here. ■Whlle.Uyfng lU'the 
cai)tain received a' cablegram inform- 
ing him of the death of his wife. Two 
of the firemen were Involved In a 
drunken brawl at Belllngham and were 
left behind to answer trial because of 
the death of a man with whom they 
had been fighting.

Capt Santy, of the British ship Port

Capt. ■ Santy was 
then In command Of another of the 
Port ships, the Port Sonachan and was 
on a voyage from Costa Rica to Plavre.

"Poor peopfe,"^ ^Id, the shipmaster 
and hurriedlyiput lils.^hlp about think 
Ing to find some "shipwrecked seamen 
adrift in the Atlanfclfe. With his 
glasses he made out two men waving 
a flag. On approaching the boat lie 
was surprised to find a decked Indian 
canoe, white-painted with three masts. 

The Tillkum was then bound from 
Pernambuco to the Azores ia,nd was al- 
most without food or water. Capt. 
Voss came on board the Port Sonachan 
when the Tlliknm wa.s made fast 
alongside and reported that he and 
his mate were on their last day's 
supplies and had but a gallon of water 
left. 

Capt. Voss and his mate ."pent sev- 
eral days on hoard the Port Sonachan, 
getting a bath and .shave, and a sup- 
ply of food and water. They also got 
some clean clothes from the slop chest, 
and when well off the Azores were put 
loose from the ship to make their way 
to the Thames. . ,, ■ ■ i

Big^Seas Do Great Dam'a£|ej,to -Freight- 
er's Decks on Passage - From

The British sleanier Glenlogan, Capt. 
McGregor, a.ri-i\'ed at San l^'raiieisco 
on Sunday from Moji, Ja)iaii, after 
twenty-two days of gales and hurri- 
canes in which the steaiiun' suffered. 
The Glenlogan which brought a cargo 
of 7,100 Ions of .lapancse coal from 
Mojl carried a crew of seventy- four 
Chinese who, during tho jtonn wert; 
practlcall5' worthless, according to 
Capt. McGregor. Tho yellow men 
showed the yellow streak and refused 
to stay below, Some of them were so 
frightened that they could nott stand up 



; lay on the decks uttering prayers 
to their idoLs. 

Leaving Mojl Dec. 18 tho Glenlogan 
ran Into a heavy gale the next day., 
Tho gales continued-nntil Dee. 24, 
when a hurricane sprung up from the 
west soutnwest accompanied by a very 
high sea, which filled tho docks to the 
rails. Hooded the cabin and deckhouse, 
stove in doors and windows and dam- 
aged the steering gear. The latter 
delect wa.s not remedied for some time 
and the big steamer rolled dangerous- 
ly in the valleys of the mountainous 
seas. 

After the hurilcane a succession of 
gal6s continued until Jan. -7, when in 
latitude 40' north, longitude 140 west, 
another hurricane, niore 'torrlflc than 
tho first,' ^ept: the ship!s path. The. 
seas broke clean over the bridge and 
no man could stay- on deck without 
bemu- lashed/ The steering gear was 
again damaged and^,-aeve^al^,door3 and 
hatchways smashed; ^ To ,, curb - the 
combined breaker.^ olRwas poured on 
the water which was incessantly piling 
over the steamer's, deck, doing . more 
damage. The last two days of the 
Glenlogan's voyage \'feve accompanied 
bq fine weather and she entered the 
harbor safe, her deckhouse and rigging 
showing the terrible experience 
through which she had passed.

'i'he movemenl niay amount 10 some- 
thing in the long run, as did the os- 
t.'iblishment of the iiilcriiational .S?illing 
.Ship Owners' Union. Tliiit org.'inlza- 
tion was looked ujion with contempt 
when it Iirst made known its purposes, 
but since then it has proven its ability 
to regulate rates with a fair amount of 
power. The lumber freight buKincss 
has been exceptionally dull. Practical- 
ly nothing is doing In offshore or coast- 
wise busine.".>j. Owners of sailing and 
steam coasting vessels are withdrawing 
them from the market and placing 
them on tho idle list until there Is an 
Improvement In business.

IS THE KAISER 

FRIEND OR FOE? 

English Writer .'Asks.the 'Ques- 
tion and QuotesTrbiTT Erfi- 
peror's Speeches 



"The worst of being - an 'Emperor," 
the Kaiser Is said to have once..^rQ- 
marked, to Lord ilionedale,! "is .-that one 
has to hear ;such'/a.,lot - of ••Jiumbug." 
Now, of all thl# arrant'?n6nsenfe^^^ the 
stupidest to the Kaiser itnu6t{Seem. the 
eternal cry of a cert.atn aeoHonvof ..thtj' 
press In this cptintry that he Is build- 
ing a great navy with the express ob- 
ject of wrestling from us the dominion 
of. the sea,, and replacing our world 
power with that of Germany. AVe have 
already seen that the visits of the Bm- 
jieror to this, the country of his mo- 
ther, have been more frequent than 
those of any other_ living monarch. 
Are his political .'lentlments towards 
us as friendly as his personal visits 
have been frequent? 

A man must doubtless be judged by 
his acts more than his words, but as 
far, at least, as the latter are concern- 
ed, the Kmperor has never le^t any- 
thing to be desired. All his .speeches, 
toasts, and telegrams refeiTing to Eng- 
lantl have ever breathed admiration, 
compliment, flattery, and fidelity to 
the alliance that was symbolized by 
tlie mingled blood Of Waterloo. Take 
his speech at the Guildhail on the oc- 
casion of his first state visit to this 
country, in ISOl, to begin with; 

"Following the example of my 
grandfather and ever lamented father, 
I shall always, as fa.r as it is in my 
power, maintain the historical , friend- 
ship between these our two nations, 
which, as your lordship mentloiiod, 
have so often been seen side by side in 
defense of liberty and justice. . . . . 

In tlio sanio historic place on "Vv'ed- 
nosday next the Kaiser will bo able to 
claim, with perfect truth, that he has 
kept his word, and maintained peace 
between the two cousln-klndred peo- 
ples. But, indeed, la .breach of the 
peace between them next -toNtmpos- 
sible-^for physical?" reasons.-- There Is 
the old case of the'i^elephant and the 
whale. ■ For we have not men enough 
to attack the Germans, on .land, while 
thov, on the. Other hand,- do not -pos- 
sess shlpsi-enough"* to.-assait-us at sea. 
Our disputes, therefore^ 'must mean- 
while be settled exclusively- by pen and 
Ink-. Political questions between' us 
there have been since the Emperor's 
acccslon nineteen years ago — for he Is 
now in his forty-eighth year, or a 



bassador at Berlin-,' who said to Bishop

FOR TIMBER LANDS

Operator From American Side 
■ Speai<s of Conditions in 

Business' 



Vancouver, Jan. 13. — W. I. Ewert 
one of the largest individual owncrc 
of timber hinda in the United States, 
)ias been in Vancouver for the past 
low days, looking after business in- 
terests In this vicinity. He now owns 
a number of timber licenses in Britlsli 
Columbia, and expects to Increase his 
lioldlngs materially during the next 
few months. In an Interview JMr. Ew- 
ert said: 

"Business conditions hero scorn 
much better than on the otlier side of 
■ the line, lAit the people of the States 
are loolilng..tqf.a., resumption pf activ- 
ity very sppil^' ' and I" thMi ' that the 
best qvldenoesSof returning prosperity 
Iti-,',thV,Untted' States Is the fact that 
tjie" clearlngr-hciuse of Ka/isas City, 
which was the storm centre of the re- 
cent financial panic, lias decided to 
retire its certificates on January 18. 
Kansas City had more bank failures 
tlian any other large city \outside of 
New Yorlc, and the business men of 
the entire country have been looicing 
to that city'.'j .standing as an indica- 
tion of the prospects of the future. 

"American ljuyors of timber lands," 
Bald Mr. Ewcrt, "are loolvlng to Cana- 
da for additional holdings, because 
timber is clicaper liere than on the 
other side, and tlien owners of licenses 
in Canada feel safer than tliey do in 
owning the land outright in the United 
States. They are sure of their i-eturns, 
and the only reason that owners of 
Canadian timber can find cause 'for 
complaint is the twenty-one year 
clause in all licenses. This fixed term 
should be extended under proper con- 
ditions so 'that the forests of Canada 
wlU not ]t)e slaughtered- I would like 
to'isee an order, enacted that would ex- 
tend s:these -licenses to 'ilfty years with 
arii'^liicreWsing royalty year by year, 
payable to the government. In this 
way the government would realize 
more for its heritage of forests and 
the lumbermen would be prompted to 
cut the . timber as rapidly as consist- 
ent with good business judgment for 
the sake of saving as much of the 
royalty as possible. 

"The stoppage of staking by the 
government will liave a good effect," 
said Mr. Ewert, "for it will prevent 
the indiscriminate location of ' claims 
that the stakers really have no inten- 
tion of ever cutting, and which are 
only filed upon for the purpose of 
selling to otliers. Give your timber 
lands to men that will get the;; most 
out of them for the benefit of the 
country, and encourage responsible 
loggers and lumbermen to locate in 
British Columbia, and the prosperity 
of tlie province will be developed at a 
•more rapid rate than ever before."

— The police 
made a roundup of vags yesterday, 
and at court this morning- there were 
no leK.s than nine of tliein behind the 
prisoner's dock. Magistrate Alex- 
ander was on tlio liench.

BERLIN DISTURBED 
: BY DEMONSTRATORS 

Crowds of Socialists on Sun- 
i. day Kept Police Extreme- 
» , ^ ' ' ly Busy ' ^ 



Berlin, Jan. 13,'— The ^ determlna-i 
tion ' of the -sociaJlBts "to.f'sebut-eftdlrect 
universal suffrage, 'combined with 
i'r.vthelpMndlgnrftlon>.>agfalnst%Chancellor 
^wsYoni-iBuelow's ' curt declaration In 
• '.- rpfusingr their demands, gave rise 
:gf 'yesterday to an unu^3ual scene" and a 
/ monster . popular demonstration, ac- 
companied bv disorders in tho streets 
of the Prussian capital, in wliich 40,- 
000 organized socialists participated, 
while 30,000 sympathizers from time 
to time actively joined in the manifes- 
tations. 

One of tlie most remarkable fea- 
tures of the uprising- was the number 
of women who engaged in the de- 
. monstrations and they appeared even 
more earnest in their activities than 
tne men. i 

The authorities took the sternest 
measures to prevent disorcler.? and thu 
strictest precautions to protect tlit 
a.ssembly and other public buikling3 
and Prince Von Buolowa resTdoiicii 
against the outburst of fury. Groups. 
In the streets were di.'jpersed in tho 
most vigorous manner and. collisions 
between the police an'hij.'soolallsts re- 
sulted In tho injury ,of ■•a'consldoraljlo 
number of the domonstratorV but sc 
far as is known'no.;fatalitytoocurred 
iif' this city. The police refrained 
from making arrests except In cases 
o[ extreme violencp. Tho movement 
extends throughout the Prussian capi- 
tal where the socSj^jigt deinonstra- 
, tioni, are numerous. 

■ '"Notwithstancang ino police commls- 
sioncM-'s warning that repressive meas- 
ures woukl ho ai)plied, maii.\' thousand 
socialists gathered in the morning at 
the 600 local headquarters of the 
various divisions, and thence pro- 
ceeded in groups, singing revolution- 
ary songs, toward eight halls in the 
city where mass meetings had been 
announced. ' 

From 10 o'clock in the morning the 
entire police force had been on duty. 
Two hundred men with otlicci-.g were 
hidden in each of the fire stations and 
lurgc bodies were held in reserve at 
tlie police station.^, while jjublic build- 
ings were requisitioned also, where 
;,.j;.the;PoUce fprces.,,were ciuactered to act 
' ' In any, emergency .'-'^ ' >^ • " 
Ih'the' garderi'sfania'ou 
landtag, hetor'e' whIcH' the deriions'tra- 
tlon on Friday occurred, heavy guards 
were stationed. Street cars and other 
vehicles were permitted to drive in 
front of the building, but no group of 
more than two pedestrians was allow- 
ed to pass on any pretext. Clianoel- 
lor Von Buelow's palace on Wllhehn- 
strasse was entirely cut off by cor- 
dons of police, as violent manifesta- 
tions against the prince were feared, 
while the environs of the imperial 
palace, with the square In front, were 
I,:,: ...closed, , to. the public. .Squads' of po- 
I lice, both on toot and mounted, pa- 
•;• I trolled the central thoroughfares. 
. The socialists showed /preat deter- 
mination in their attempts to hold 
^lirocessiojis, although the police made 
' ' enec^^tlc endaavors to prevent this. 



Ijong before the hour of noon, the 
time fixed to begin the meetings, all 
the balls were completely packed,, and 
the " police drew up in force around 
tho doors to hold the crowds In check. 
Those who could get within the 
buildings were driven Into the ad- 
Joining streets by the police. ...Inside 

the halls f: the greatest,, entljuslasm 

prevalled/llthefex^tementflnore^^^ as 
fhe ispealcers ^d^iiioiihced ,tho:.aptlon of 
the chancellor, whose name was re- 
ceived with loud booing and hissing. 
Tho speakers did not advise violence, 
but declared that If violence occurred 
the responsibility would fall upon the 
/police and the privileged classes, who 
.refused to the people their rights, 
. ~ Resolutions favoring universal suf- 
fragfi and a secret ballot were adopted 
DV acclamation, after which the audi- 
ences streamed Into the streets. 

The police immediately attempted to 
dl.sporse the throngs, which showed an 
evident intention to march in proces- 
sion towards the palace square. In 
most cases tho processions wore soon 
broken up, the ])olico displaying the 
utmost energy. Two formidable col- 
umns, however, marched as far as 
Alexander platz, within a short dis- 
tance of the emperor's palace, whore 
tho police charged them, intlictlng 
many injuries. Eventually they suc- 
ceeded with the greatest difliculty in 
scattering the demonstrators, who re- 
tired hooting and cheering ironically 
towards -tiic Unter den Linden. Thou- 
.sands of spectators already had gatli- 
<'red there from curiosity and the po- 
lice followed the broken' ranks ot the 
paraders, closing the - entire ' thorough - 
tare . .as • far as the Brandenburg ga t c, 
Where'i^inpatidf the people?: lied., rapidly 
along the ..paths to the Thlergarton. 
ivtany of them, however, escaped along 
tho side streets. . 

Later some thousands- of the demon- 
strators gathered a short distance irom 
Cnancellor' Von- ' Buelow'a residence 
and began • shouting .'"Down With tho 
chancellor," who had driven -through 
into Frledonchstrasse. ,, 

Tlielr attitude became so threaten- 
ing that both the mounted and foot 
ijolice charged them fiercely, striking 
right and left with the hat of their 
sabres. Scores of the manifestnnts 
were knocked down and trampled up- 
on and;,the great crowd at length, was 
brolceri up into small groups among 
whom were many injured. 

Anothei^erlous collision occurred 
at Jungfern bridge- wH6re7:rhfa,hy ,:suf-; 
f ered seyere' cohtuslons.' '''Oh . -. Morltz' 
platz an Imniehse throng shouted un- 
til the police with drawn arms forced 
them into the side streets. 

Towards evening, quiet was resumed 
In the centre- of the city, but several 
small groups marched in the 'outlying 
streets singing the "Marseillaise." The 
main force of the police was with- 
drawn at night, but patrols continued 
to p'revent groups from forming. 

In the suburbs during the day four- 
teen other meetings that were held 
attracted even greater crowds of men 
and women than the meetings in the

Argument was resunieil yesteruav 
hciore the chlet Justice and Justices 
ifv ing and Morrlison, sitting as a court 
01 appeal. In the case of Scott vs. Mc- 
Carcei','. an appeal fdoni a non-suit 
granted bj jvir. Justice Martin on' the 
ground that 'Scottj :who was suing ■ for 
negligence 'shown iiby his; sQllcltor, did 
npc' snow "that he^had^a case under the. 
Workmen's Comlpen'Satlon ' act. Hd 
claimed that the negligence- complain'^ 
ed ijt had prevented hlra from taking 
advantage of hii? action imder that 
act. 

The act cunlines its ;ii)plieation in 
the case ot mines, to the owner.?, and 
in this case the plaiiitilf was Injured 
Willie in the employ uf men who were 
working tlie liroadview mine near 
Trout lake under an option; thus the 
case tiu'iis largely on-' .tAc meaning of 
tho word "miner" as u^ed-'ln'the act 
in (luestion. 

Addressing himself to this point, S, 
S. 'Taylor, K. C, relorred to a decision 
uf iMr. .Justice Drake's, anent the Ma- 
chanlc'd Liens act ancj, to the Mineral 
act, section 145, -chapter 185,' dealing 
with tlio collection of- taxation trom 
the owner or occupied' of a mineral 
claim, pointing «9Ut . that there, too, in 
tilts Case of mines the legislative dif- 
ferentiated betvVeen the owner and the 
occupier or operator. Ih every action 
for negligence, counsel contended, the 
burden of proof was on the plaintiff to 
sliow that he had suft'erQd loss by such 
negligence. But whether this was tiie 
case or not, plalntin;'.i own e\'idence 
sliowed that ho was working for the 
operators, not the owners of the ]>rup- 
erly, so there was no, right of action to 
lose. 

Turning to the merits of the case, 
Mr. Taylor urged that his client had 
been inislnformed as to essential facts 
as to the identity of the persons 
against whom action 'should be 
bi^ught, and as to the .nature' of the 
facts leading up" to the' "aecldent. 

The -.Cblef .'Justice remarked that it 
would help ttie court it the reasons 
upon which' the Judge below had 
granted the non-suit were before Iheui. 

J. A. MacDougakl, K. IJ., said thai 
ais he understood iv, tho Juilgo held 
that plaintiff's evUlcnco showed there 
was no case under tho \\'orkmeu's 
t^ompensatlon act. It was argued that 
the evidence on tliat point was not 
proper, and tliat it wao for the de- 
fendant to produce in court the docu- 
ments under wliicli he operated the 
mine, so tliat tlie court might judge 
from them whether his employer was 
or was not the owner within the 
meaning of the act. 

Mr. MacdonaUl wa'j proceeding to 
discuss the conduct of the defendant 
as shown by the evidence, when the 
chief justice remarked that he thought 
it was a hopeless case so far as the 
ciuestiou of negligence was concerned, 
but he would like to hear counsel on 
the question raised by Mr. Taylor as 
to the onus of proving that a good 
action lay upon tlie' p'liilntiff. 

'To this counsel replied th.at the de- 
fendant was aware that the •(piC'StloTi 
of the identity of the party to be sued 
was in doubt, that as solicitor lie liad 
advised his client that proceedingi 
should be taken against certain par- 
ties as the owners of the property 
within the meaning of the act. This' 
was admitted, and this admission, 
coupled with the fact that the def- 
fendant wrote tlnit ho was taking 
proceedings against the proper parly 
ahUted the burden ot proof. He could 
not now come into court and state he 
had made a mtatake and derive ad- 
vantage from.lt. He quoted an On- 
tario cam to show ,t,bfii( the word own- 
er was an ambiguous' anii elastic ex- 
pression, to be construed according to 
the circumstances p'f^eaeh particular 
case. 

The chief justice again stated that 
he wanted argument on the point of 
shifting the burden of proof. 

"Did you make out a prima facie 
case of damage ?( HlQvv .do you show 
that you had a good',ciaim under the 
Workmen's Compensation &oVl To 
get damages for negUgence. you must 
first show that you have lost some- 
thing." " . . ■ 

Mr. MacDonald contended . that he 
had shown a breach of duty, aijd had 
made out a good 'case according to 
i the professional advice of the delend- 
aiit hlmsell'. h'or tlie purjiose of a 
prima facie ease he urged that he was 
entitled to rely on the defendant's 
iiI)inlon ;mu1 admission as solicitor in 
the case. 

On rising for tin- luiicheon iiitervol, 
the ci>ui'i annuunci-d that a di-i'isien 
iiil'.',-lit he rinilered iiltur the recess. 
When lu'ciceeding,? were re.-u nu'd, how - 
over, the court stated tiiat the case 
would be reserved for lonslderation. 

'i'lH' afternoon was taken u]) wltli 
' Smith \'S. W'tih IjCc, ;ui apjieal fniin 
: a judgment of cmuity c'(.inrt .lodge 
Urowii and a jui'.\'. The same counsel 
were enga.geil in this case, Mr. Mac- 
Donald appearing again for the de- 
fendant aiijiellant. 

Tho trouble in this case seems all 
to have arisen from the fact that a 
Chinaman named Wah' L.ee Insisted 
on driving a pair of spirited horsep, 
but lost head at the l^rst otoortunlty, 
jumping out of the i;lp and. leaving 
the team to career unchecked into 
Cascade city, where they came into 
violent contact with a telephone pole. 
'The result was that a valuable horse 
was severely injured, and the eai'- 
riage and harness much cut up. 'l''lie 
(Uiinaman at llrsl, app.'irently, made 
some offer to settle but linding the 
injuries to lie serious and expensi\'e 
he declined and suit was brought. 

According to the (Chink's stor.\', 
told to the plaintilT, the 
at a pipe line iialf a mile out oC the 
city, throwing' lilni out of the lUiggy. 
To two other v.'ltnoHses, he said lie 
had jumped when tlio trouble came on, 
leaving (jne other liadly .scared China- 
man In the buggy who remained there 
too frightened to move until the crash 
came. It was also shown thiit he 
.■started out driving witli a. loose rein 
and that he was a.ceiistomed to drive 
In tliat mannci'. ' 

At the trial the defenso declined to 
put 111 any evidence on the ground that 
no case had b<i9n., mu'''' out which 
could go tQ^tlie.yJUfy, and A'Ir. Mac- 
Donald conterifled '^tbat by gh'lng' the 
defendant's account ot what took place 
in his evidence the plaintiff was hound 
by It, and that that' account .showed 
110 negl'sence which the plaintiff was 
hound to prove . In order ' to ; sitcceod. 
lie also .stated that the jiidBe,"^had 
misdirected the Jin-y hy not tolling, 
them that any iiegllgenci! they might; 
iInd must have contviliuted to : the 
damuR'e complained of. 

In replying, S. S. Taylor, K. 0., said 
i that while there may have been a cer- 



tain amount of extraneous evidence 
introduced, the condition In which the 
hcrses were returned cast tho onus ot 
satisfactorily e.^plaining how thc-y got 
into that' condition upon the defend- 
ant. This he did not do, and the Jury 
could liardly h.ave brought in any other 
verdict. As tlie case stood the law 
praetictilly llxed their verdict fur them, 
anii all the jury .f;ad to \do wa.s to/ 
a.-isess Hie damage.s, . and tnere was; no- 
complaint that the Jury was mlsdlrect- 
ort on that point. 

Tho evidence went to sliow that 
Wah .Lee jumped out and that the 
ot/icr Chmamaii staved in tho husSV 
to tlie end. It it had been a case .01 
being tnrown out, the driver had the 
better chance of staying the longer. 
The defendant ! did not meet the re- 
sponsibility 'cast Upon him of showing, 
that he did everything, that could have 
reasonably have been expected' of him 
to avert the accident. 
, In. dllm'lsslng' the appeal, the chief 
justice said In part: , 

"'Speaking for.' myself, I "think the 
appeal .ought: .t0'.;be dismissed. This 
13 reallyt an action for damages against 
a bailee, which W'as;'praotloally unde- 
fended at 'the trial, ' Who '-mu.st return 
the - bailment In' good '.condition' i-ea- 
sonable wear' and.; te^r excepted. 

"The fact that In hla. evidence the 
plalntlfC'told the whole itruth by men- 
tioning the ficcount the defendant had 
gu en him of the accident neither iu- 
jure.'s nor helps Ins ca.?e. The defend- 
ant hii.4 not shown that he did all that 
a prudent man could do under t.io 
circuiiistances- 

"Jlr. MacDonald has iiressod us for a 
now trial on tho grounds lliat the jury 
was misdirected. Notwithstanding 
that there was a pos.sible misdirection 
in some particulars, it is for the de- 
fendant to show th.at he sustained or 
that there \\-ns a probability of liis sus- 
taining damage thereby. IC a, new trial 
were to be granted and tho same evi- 
dence were to he introduced, tho re- 
sult would be the same. If different 
evidence were to be Introduced there 
would be perjury or sotnethlng very 
much like It. At any , rate, the Jury 
woiil& have no business to believe it. "
